cago board of education only a few weeks 
ago, was raised again at yesterday's meeting 
of the board's committee on schoo] manage- 
ment. Four men were slated for retirement. 
Their names were suppressed. No definite 
age limit was announced, but it was forecast 
that one inevitably will be fixed for both 
teachers and principals. 

The committee separated into two factions. 
One element is stoutly opposed to the forced 
retirement of the old men who have spent 
most of a lifetime in the education of two 
generations ef children. With that faction 
sen ment is the controlling factor. 


Poor Influence on Pupils. 

The other element is quite as strongly op- 
posed to the sentimental retention of prin- 
cipals simply because of faithful service, if 
that retention exerts a poor influence on the 
education of the thousands of pupils coming 
under their control. 

The faction in favor of an age limit proves 
to be stronger in committee than the other, 
but it ie expected the opposition will find 
more supporters In the full board member- 
ship. For this reason and also owing to the 
fact that Dean Sumner, chairman of the 
committee, was not present during the dis- 
cussion of the retirement question. no definite 
action was taken. It is probable Mrs. Young 
will prepare a detailed program, a composite 
of the features advocated by the progres- 
sives, which she will submit at a later meet- 
ing: of the committee. 


Fight Started Over Parker. 

The strife began some weeks ago when it 
became generally known that the involun- 
tary retirement of Charlee I. Parker, princi- 
pal of the Bowen High school in South Chi- 
cago, was under consideration.

WORKERS QUIT AT PORT OF LONDON 


BULLETIN. 
LONDON, May 24, 8 a. m.—According to 


the Vienna correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph fifteen persons have been killed in 
riots at Budapest, 


BUDAPEST, May 23.—The Socialist procia- 
mation of a general Strike as a protest 
against the election of Count Tisza as pres- 
ident of the lower house had a sequel in 
rioting today, which resulted in the killing of 
seven persons and wounding of about 180, 
nome severely. 

Only about one-third of the workers obeyed 
the order to strike. Fifty thousand marched 
through the city attacking mem at work, and. 
being frustrated in attempts to hold demon- 
stration® outside parliament buildings, ,e- 
sorted to reckless violence, pillaging and de- 
stroying property of all kinds. 

The rioters stopped all traffic, formed barri- 
cades of street cars, and demolished hun- 
dreds of gas lamps, and came into constant 
collision with the police and troops. Tha 
fighting continued until a late hour. 


Railway Traffic Suspended. 

All tram and underground railway traffic 
has been suspended, 

It is reported that several trains were held 
up in the suburbs and there are rumors of a 
possible railway strike. , 

The rioting is worse than anything known 
here since the revolution. of 1848. Many of 
the wounded are éxpected.to die 

A. second preclamation was issued by the 
Socialists tonight, calling on the strikers to 
stop rioting and resume work on Friday. 
The Socialist union feared further blood- 
shed. The strike was te bave lasted four 
days. 

A notable feature of the outbreak was the 
participation of a large number of school 
boys and apprentices armed with revolvers, 


Origin of Outbreak Political. 

The origin of the outbreak was entirely 
political, due to the dissatisfaction of the 
Socialists with the prospects for getting uni- 
veraad suffrage, which was made more re- 
mute by the election of Count Tisza, the bit- 
terest opponent of the extension of the fran- 
chise. 

In the lower house there were scenes of 
great disorder. Opposition members violent- 
ly protested against the arbitrary action of 
the president and demanded a suspension of 
the sitting—a demand which Count Tisza 
curtly refused to entertain. 

Previously Count Tisza had definitely an- 
nounced his attitude when he said: 

“ Even if fifty persons are shot down in 
this hall I shall not suspend the sitting. 

Finally the opposition moved for à secret 
sitting te discuss the riots and the motion 
carried. 


Appeal to the Emperor. 
Francis Kossuth, leader of,the united oppo- 
sition, then appealed to the government for 
consent to place electoral reform before the 
army bill, 80 as to restore peace. 

Count Apponyi again demanded that the 
sitting be closed, but the president refused, 
saying parliament could not behavé like a 
hysterical old woman. After considerable 
angry discussion the house adjourned. 
Meanwhile a deputation of workmen waited 
on Premier Lukacs and offered to stop the 
rioting if the men were permitted to hold an 
open air masemeeting. 
The premier replied that he could only 
permit an indoor meeting. 
Thereupon Count Apponyi and others tele- 
graphed an appeal to the emperor in favor 
of universal suffrage, so that a revolution 
might be prevented. 


Strike Port of London. a 
LONDON, May 28.—The national executive 
committee of the Transport Workers’ fed- 
eration has decided upon a general strike 
in support of the Thames lightermen in their 
digpute with their employers, and also to 
enable the federation o endeavor to adjust 
ite own grievances. 

Representatives from every port in the 
United Kingdom were present at the meet- 
ing of the federation, and a resolution wes 
unanimously adopted to quit work owing to 
the alleged boycotting of members of trades 
unions and the “deMbernute breaking of 
agreements by employers.”

The south pole of loan shark ext 
seems to have been revealed in a bill for an 
injunction filed against some of the city’s 
most distinguished usurers yesterday by At- 
tofney Roy C. Merrick of Tun Tripunp 
anti-loan shark bureau. On the showing 
made Judge Kickhbam Scanlan at once 
granted an injunction without notice. 

In this case the victim hae receipts to 
show payments of §307 and claims that he 
hes lost some receipts. The sharke still 
claim $208 and interest, © total paid and 
claimed in excess of $600. 

The victim swears that all the cash he ever 
received from the sharks was 20. The com- 
pounding ‘of usury accounts for the reat. 
He has had the thumb screws on him since 
1906—eeven years and three months. 

The man who has been thus fllm-fammed 
and terrorized is a4 dry goods clerk, who 
supports a wife and nine children on a salary 
of $12 a week. 


How $600 Debt Grew Out of $20. 

Here is how the sharks evelved 4 §000 
debt out of a $20 loan, as stated in his sworn 
bill filed in the Circuit court: 

On Feb. 21, 1906, the clerk borrowed $20 
from Frank W. Hill, who does business with 
J. H. Schiller as the Hill Finance company. 

Within @ year Hill had collected from the 
victim considerably more than the principal 
of the debt plus legal interest, but by means 
of renewals, penalties for delayed payments, 
charges for extensions, etc., the amount still 
due. was figured by Hill at $120. He de- 
manded payment of this, threatening to 
foreclose a chattel mortgage he held and to 
file a notice of assignment with the man’s 
employer. When the victim pleaded his in- 
ability. to pay Hill sent him to the American 
Loan company to borrow the money. 


Shifted to the American Loan. 
The American Loan company purported to 
pay Hill $120 and had the victim sign « 
note for $1865. 

The victim paid only $43 on his “ indebted- 
ness” to the American Lean company be- 
tween June 29, 1006, and July 1, 1907. The

had new notes Made out to himself, and 
began receiving payments again. 

The victim's family was increasing and ex- 
penses were high, so that Hill was able to 
squeeze out only $17 that year, and in 1908 
began the usual threats to foreclose if a 
settlement were not made. 


Illinois Investment Takes a Hand. 
This time Hill sent the victim to the Illinois 


ing to borrow the money. This concern, No. 
10 in the loan sharks’ association, is one of 
the strongest. in the city. It is owned by 
Charles Turgrimson, 626 Wellington avenue. 

Turgrtmson proved to be the best collector 
yet, obtaining $80 in less than ten months. 
He then turned the good thing over to the 
South Side Savings bank to work. The bank 
purported to pay Turgrimson $190 for the 
notes he held and took new notes to itself for 
$240. 50. 
(or six months the victim was bled by this 
concern, which, tn spite of and because of its 
title of savings dank.“ is one of the most 
dangerous in the city. It is owned by Lewis 
E. Crews, 287 Weat Sixty-first street; Loron 
H. Bronte. 302 West Sixty-fourth street; and 
John A. Breen, 6140 Vincennes-av. 
In November, 1909, the bank refused to 
“carry” the victim longer and sent him to 
the Reliable Credit company, 611 Reaper 
block. to obtain money to cancel ite claims. 
Erastus T. Goodrich, 923 Alexander plece, 
who is the Reliable Credit company, No. 5 in 
the sharks’ association, called n Hill and 
they divided the risk.” 

Hill and Goodrich Divide, 

In view of the fact that this was Hill's fifth 
note and that he had put up the origina! $20, 
he took only $60 of the new “risk” and 
Goodrich took $169. 
During the ensuing year the victim paid 
$81 to the Reliable. Then the gathering of 
the velvet was transferred to Hill, who 
pretended to take up the claim of that con- 
cern and cancel his in exchange for new 
notes for $281. The money paid was figured 
simply as interest and penalties. 
During 1911 Hill collected $78 more on his 
1905 investment, and at the beginning of this 
year demanded the principal of $158. Of 
course the man could not pay it out of his 
$12 a week and still pay grocery bills for his 
nine children, and so, on Jan. 12; 1912, he 
was comrelled to mate out a new note for 
$228 to Hill’s associate, Goodrich. 
The instalments on the debt“ were $19 
a month. The victim had paid one when 
Tux Trisones anti-loan shark bureau was 
organized.

"ENGLISH BOYCOTT 
Some American Tourists Will 


Do Shopping in Paris to 
Aid Suffragets. 


IDEA OF A CHICAGOAN. 


Conference in Body Moves to Mil- 
waukee and Wondering 
Crowds Applaud. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 23.—[Special ]—As 
an expression of disapproval of the penalty 
imposed on Mrs. Pankhurst by the English 
government, some American tourists through 
Great Britain this summer will bbycott the 
English stores and will do all of their shop- 
ping in Paris. 

The Mississippi valley suffrage conference, 
in session for two days in Chicago, moved in 
a body to Milwaukee today and took up the 
subject of militancy and how far the United 
States should sanction it, right where they 
left off in a hot dispute last night. 

Miss Margaret Haley had the large a®- 
semblage of 200 at a noonday meeting with 
her when she proposed a resolution that ail 
tourists, of which class sixty were there 
represented, should boycott English stores. 

“This is not my own idea,” said Miss 
Haley, but the woman who thought of it is 
so modest that she will not put it, although 
she has expressed her resolution not to buy 
in England this year.’’ 


Chicago Woman’s Idea. 

The resolution went through with a flourish. 
Mrs. L. Brackett Bishop of Chicago is the 
author of the idea. 

Some ot the residents of Wisconsin were 
highly displeased with the resolution and 
said the conference had come up here to 
assist them in winning the campeign in this 
state ard not for the purpose of putting them 
on record with regard to the English move- 
ment. 

When I think of that little Englishwom- 
an“ said Mrs. Bishop, washing heavy 
clothes for male prisoners. ard dragging and 
carrying, and she a frail body with a refined, 
educated, college trained mind, my heart 
bleeds for her. 

The eyes of the whole world from Labra- 
dor to the south pole are turned on England 
and the movement there. We suffragets 
of America can’t Begregate ourselves from it. 

“It is for us that Mrs. Pankhurst is giv- 
ing her life andjher strength today, and how 
can we stand off and say we don’t believe in 
this or that? It's like the man at the funeral 
who was askéd why he didn’t cry over the 
death and he replied because ne didn't be- 
long to that church. 

Ot course, where I do my shopping will 
make little difference to the commerce of 
England, but if we get large numbers of 
American travelers to do likewise, as I be- 
lieve we can, the influence would be felt.” 


Four Meetings in 4fternoon. 

Mrs. George Bass, president of the crepe 
Woman's club, presided at the luncheon 
Four meetings took place throughout Mil- 
waukee in the afternoon. Residents owning 
automobiles contributed them to the cam- 
palgn management and speakers went from 
one meeting to another. 

Charles Hallinan. president of the Men's 
League of Chicago, told of the experience of 
an improvement society in which men 40.

We put women on and there was 
something doing at once. I thing it is some- 
thing similar in situation to what will happen 
in municipal politics when women are ac-

| FEDERALS ROUT- 
MEXICAN REBELS 


Capture Rellano After 24 
Hours’. Battle and Force 
Enemy to Retreat. 


A GARIBALDI TO FIGHT. 


Grandson of Italian Liberator 
Joins Madero Cause and Se- 
eures Border Command. 


El Paso, Tex., May 23.—Rellano, over which 
the maln columns of federals and rebele in 
northern Mexico fought for more than twen- 
ty-four hours, has fallen into the hands of 
the government. The federa! cavalry is pur- 
suing rebels north of Rellano. 

The advices were telegraphed at 6:15 
o'clock tonight to the Mexican consul here 
by Gen. Huerta, the federal commander. ö 

Giuseppe Garibaldi, grandson of the Ital- 
fan liberator. has been given a special com- 
mission by President Madero to take charge 
of the Mexican federal troops close to the 
international border, with the ultimate idea 
of retaking Juarez for the government. 


_ Rebels Retreat to Corralitos. 

At Rebel Front, Corralitos, May 23.—The 
rebels retreated tonight north of Rellano to 
Corralitos, fourteen miles away. The fed- 
erals began a hurried flank movement at 
noon, which caused the insurrectos to with- 
draw a few miles. Artillery fire of the fed- 
erals was continuous. 

Chiefs of the contending armies directed 
their forces. Gen. Orosco, the insurrecto 
general, has been near his front rank since 
the engagement, and several times has been 
under direct fire of the long range federal 
guns. 


Insurrectos in Trenches, 

The rebel lines stretched over five miles in 
the trenches in front of Rellano. .Water was 
scarce and the heat of the sun intolerable. 

Exploding shells stirred up clouds of alkali 
dust. which not only stifled the parched 
throats of the troopers but interfered with 
rifie aim. ‘The residents of the town have 
fled many miles north.

OUR COMPLEX TRANSIT PROBLEM 

The City club has done a most timely 
service in making an exhibition upon our 
local transportation problems, to be dis- 
played on three upper floors of the new elub- 
bouse to June 8. 

This exhibition is the result of several 
months’ work by a number of the commit- 
tees of the club, with the aid of local author- 
ities and of experts. It is said to be the first 
gomprehensive survey of a great city’s com- 
plicated transportation resources and needs. 

How varied are the phases of this subject 
may be realized from a list of some of the 
features of the exhibit. Among these are 
a collection of maps especially prepared by 
Mr. Charles K. Mohler, consulting engineer, 
showing the growth of steam railroads in 
Chicago by five. year periods from 1850 

down; a map showing the number of cases 
where one railroad is crossed by another rail- 
road; plans showing the transportation pro-

AN UNUSUAL TYPE. 

OR many years I have noticed here 

and there an abnormal type of man 

I have not read about in medical 

books, though I have been on the 

lookout. I have seen men of this 
type in all parts of the United States and 
in some parts of Europe. It affects only 
males, and, I think, only males after 
puberty. I have seen more of them in 
the south than in the north, and more in 
America ‘than Europe, but that may be 
wholly an accident or ehance and may 
have no relation to the number of men 
affected.

The lips 
are sometimes thick. The skin is wrinkled. 
In fact, some of them, ‘and moderately 
young men at that, have had faces that 
were a mass of wrinkles—not the thought 
wrinkles on the brow, between the eyes 
and around the mouth, nor the flabby 
wrinkles of the soft, poor muscled man, 
hut just wrinkles—wrinkles without pur- 
pose or plan or any excuse. The ears are 
thick, large, and stand out from the head. 
The voice is frequently high pitched and 
sometimes falsetto. The gait is rather 
loose and gangling. So far as my ob- 
servation goes, they do not beget children. 
None of the men of this type whom I 
have known had children. 

Some part of this picture suggests a 
moderate ¢retinism, but mentally they are 
not Neavy—at least those I have known 
were not. Rather, they have been bright, 
but somewhat erratic mentally. I recall 
a most successful evangelist who was of 
this type. His mental peenllarity con- 
sisted in his marvelous ability to quote 
scripture.

Coroner Discusses 
Auto Fatalities. 


Enactment of city ordinances almed to end 
automobile accidents is to be recommended | 
by Coroner Hoffman in his quadrennial re- 
port. The coroner says there ts no reasona- 
ble excuse for many “ accidents,” which 
word he always puts in quotation marks. 


ness of chauffeurs and asserts automobiles 
are so well constructed that accidents do not 
result from imperfect working of the mechan- 
ism of the machines. 


~~ 

The chauffeur, not the machine, needs re- 
forming, according to the coroner. Mr. Hoff- 
man's report in part follows: 

A most appalling increase is noted in au- 
tomobile fatalities. In 1007 there were but 
16 deaths due to automobile accidents; in 
1908 the number increased to 18; in 1909, to 28; 
in 191Q to 52; in 1911, to 75 deaths; or an in- 
srease in the number of deaths in 1911 of 368 
per cent over 1907. The number of persons 
killed by automobiles has inereased steadily 
since 1907 to such an extent that where less 
than one person was killed for every 100,000 
population in the former year the 1911 record 
shows that three persons out of every 100,000 
people in our county thus met their deathe. 

“I desire emphatically to state that in 
few instances are the automobile accidents ’ 
aue to any structural weakness of the ma- 
chine itself or to the failure of any of its m- 
numeradie parts to do what is expected 
of it.

An automobile only becomes unsafe when 
it is misused. It is misused either when it is 
committed to the bands of incompetent per- 
sons, who de not know how to meet an 
emergency or lose their heads when they 
face a sudden danger, to young persons who 
know nothing about the machine or its guid- 
ance, or to reckless persons, whose only dea 
is to make all possible speed upon pubiic 
thoroughfares, where high speed not only 
interferes with the rigtits of others, but 
menaces human life.” 

The coroner urged the enactment of an 
ordinance “ prohiiiting persone operating 
motor vehicles from passing or approaching 
within ten feet of any street railway car, 
which is standing still for the purpose of dis- 
charging or taking on passengers,“ and of 
an ordinance “which will requite persons 
operating motor vehicles to bring such vehi- 
cles to a full stop whenever they shail not 
have a free and unobstructed n 
on both sides of them.” ;

Economical Housekeeping 


Corned Beef Hash. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


OU cannot have economical housekeep- 

ing, says some one, Without an econom- 

ical housekeeper. You cannot be eco- 

nomical in large ways unless you can 

be economical] in small. Economy when 
handling large quantities is especially difficult 
for a band of women working together, but 
essential, for in the majority of cases, when 
they do things in a large way, they are work- 
ing for charity or for some benevolent object, 
and waste or extravagance under such cir- 
cumstances is inconsistent. 

When women in a church want to make 
money they generally plan a church supper. 
When a club wants to undertake some busi- 
ness, it may open a lunchroom. Women are all 
the time undertaking to feed people for the 
sake of making some tnoney, and sometimes, 
in spite of bad management, they make some 
money, for no other reason than because their 
gupplies are sontributed. 

One club of city women, 500 of them, realized 
this when, several years ago, they planned to 
furnish a luncheon every day to hundreds of 
school children, no dish to be over 5 cents and 
some to be much less. The economica! man- 
ager has enabled the club to do an almost 
charitable act and to add $1,000 a year to its 
treasury. The serving )jof from 500 to 700 chil- 
dren—in two divisions—all within forty min- 
utes, has been done so methodically and with- 
out confusion that people journey far to see 
a performance which goes on as naturally and 
easily as breathing, nobody flustered, few paid 
workers, and practically everybody satisfied. 

Excellent breads and some rolls, or some- 
thing like a bran muffin, hot baked beafs—-a 
peck before cooking—are every day furnished, 
There are always several vegetables, ealads, 
desserts, and coffee, cocva, and milk—the two 
latter are served for 3 cents in order that chil- 
dren may take these instead of coffee. Corned 
beef hash, which was at first served but once 
a week, is now served dally, and sume chi!l- 
dren always take it as others take the beana 
There are other meat dishes, but the hash, I!ke 
the beans, is staple

and bake in oven until it puffs up. 

TO COOK CORNED BEEF (Mrs. T.)—Place 
beef in kettle, skin side up; cover with cold 
water, put over slow fire, and when the water 
reaches the boiling point turn off water, re- 
move meat, and wash out kettle, after which 
place meat in kettle the same as at first, cover 
with cold water, and boil slowly until tender.

BLAME FOR TITANIC WRECK. 


Censures Captain, Alleges Lax Inspec- 
tion, and Points to Lack of Discipline 
in Time of Danger. 


| Washington, D. C., May 23.—The Senate 
committee on commerce today considered 
the report on the Titanic disaster, which it 
will submit to the senate next Tuesday. It 
will be a sweeping arraignment of the con- 
ditions under which the great vessel swept 
along through the iceberg area to its doom. 

It is understood the report will severely 
criticise Capt. Smith of the Titanic as mainly 
responsible for the disaster because of fail- 
ure to heed the warnings of other vessels; 
the British board of trade for lax inspec- 
tion; J. Bruce Ismay, who was a passenger, 
and will point to the lack of discipline in the 
time of danger. 

Capt. Lord of the Californian will figure 
in the responsibility because of failure to 
take necessary steps when near the Titanic, 
whose rocket signale of distress were seen 
from the Californian. Congress will be 
asked to reward Capt. Rostron of the rescue 
ship Carpathia. 


TITANIC. LOSS SUIT READY. 
The first sult fm Chicago as a result of the 
Titanic disaster probably will be filed today 
on behalf of the family of Abraham M. Wil- 
ler, a tailor, who was lost when the.Jiner 
sunk. This was announced yesterday by

the embargo on railroad boats. e 
The principal Gght in the house was over 
the free toll proposition which was adopted 
on @ roll call, 147 to 127. The interstate 
commerce committee, which framed the bill, 
had provided that the coastwise vessels 
should pay the same tolls imposed on the 
ships of foreign nations But the advocates 


of free tolls defeated the committee recom- 
mendation. 


Party Lines Forgotten. 

Party lines went to smash in this contest. 
Coast states fought for free tolls, and argued 
that it would be a scandalous discrimination 
to charge American ship owners for the 
privilege of using an American waterway. 

The opposition came largely from the in- 
land states and was based on the contention 
that free tolls would condtitute a sub- 
sidy for coastwise ¢hips. 

It was argued that the canal will give coast- 
wise vessel about 4 4 ton the advantage of 
the transcontinental railroads and that their 
owners simply will pocket the amount of the 
tolls which come out of the pockets of the 
people. — 
Moreover, they pointed out that Amer 
icans have a monopoly of coastwise trade 
and suffer no foreign competition.
